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Unitarian Universalist Congre- 
gation will hold a solstice cele- 
bration on Saturday, June 22 at 7 
a.m. at the Solstice Stones on 
Holt Hill at the Ward Reserva- 
tion on Prospect Road. For the 
occasion Sandy Hitchins talked 
about the meaning of the sol- 
stice and what being pagan 
means to her. She gathered this 
week with residents Sherry 
Lundquist, Robert Craig-Comin 
and Kitty Craig-Comin to 
demonstrate a solstice celebra- 
tion. 

“IT was probably a pagan all 
my life. I just didn’t have a 
name for it,” said Hitchins. She 
became a member of the Unitar- 
ian Universalist Congregation in 
Andover nine years ago. “This 
just feels right,” she said. A 
respect for and connectedness to 
the earth and the cycles of the 
seasons is some of what 
Hitchens has found since joining 
the congregation and the ritual 
subgroup. 

“The sacred is here right on 

Earth,” she said. 

Hitchins knows that some 
people don’t understand her 
beliefs and she has a sense of 
humor about it. “My family 
thinks I’m weird. They'll joke 
around,” she said. Her two 
daughters are 19 and 17 years 
old. They don’t attend rituals 
often anymore, but she believes 
she has instilled some of her

“It’s a little in left field, but 
it’s like any religion that has rit- 
ual,” she said. Hitchens grew up 
in the Catholic faith. She point- 
ed out that altars and incense 
and chanting were regular parts 
of Mass. “It really is fun. People 
think it’s somber and serious, 
but it’s actually very light-heart- 
ed,” said Hitchens. She 
described paganism as “more of 
an intuitive and feeling thing. 
It’s really great to show up at a 
ritual and get in your right brain 
and release,” she said. 
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Robert Craig-Comin 
described his participation as 
“more of a personal experience.” 
He talked about what he got out 
of his participation in the rituals. 
“A grounding and focus and a 
constantly renewed connection 
to the world,” he said. The clos- 
est word he could come to 
describing the feeling he gets 
from the rituals is “one of calm.” 

Susan Foster is also a mem- 
ber of the local UU congrega- 
tion and the Andover Ritual 
Community. She’ll be in Que- 
bec to celebrate the solstice with 
the General Assembly of the 
Unitarian Universalists. She 
prefers the term earth-based to 
pagan, because people have tra- 
ditionally misunderstood the 
belief system. She called the sol- 
stice a “solar holiday.” 

In ancient times, fiery wheels 
were pushed down hills and 
people rolled in the midsum- 
mer’s morning dew. “We don’t 
do that,” she said. But fire is a 


part of the celebration because 
fire is a symbol of the sun. 


Group opens arms to sun 


Other symbols of the gifts of 
the sun and summer will also be 
evident at Saturday's ritual. 
Honey or a mead substitute 
might be brought. Mead is a 
honey-based drink of older 
times. The term honeymoon 
comes from the practice of new- 
lyweds drinking a toast to the 
June full moon, which is on 
Monday, June 24 this year. Sol- 
stice isn’t as apparent as other 
pagan or earth-based celebra- 
tions that coincide with Christ- 
ian holidays like Christmas, 
Easter, and Halloween. “There 
really isn’t a Christian counter- 
part to summer solstice,” said 
Foster. She said that the events 
of Shakespeare’ s A Midsum- 
mer’s Night Dream take place 
on the solstice. “Everything is 
at its zenith,” she said. 

The Andover Ritual Commu- 
nity hopes that everyone will 
feel welcome to attend the Sat- 
urday ritual and get an insight 
into their beliefs and practices. 

“We'll have a good time. I can 
guarantee that,” said Hitchens.

Andover cabl

AT&T Broadband is now 
known as AT&T Comcast. 

“For now,” says Jerry Silver- 
man, a member of the town’s 
cable advisory group. 

Since the town signed its first 
contract for cable service in the 
early 1980s, Andover has seen 
at least eight mergers, Silverman 
says. Andover customers have 
watched their cable bills spike 
each time. 

This time should be different, 
says Bob Carr, the company ’s 
director of government relations, 
who recently asked selectmen to 
approve the “change of control” 
of the town’s license from one 
company name to the new, big- 
ger one. He doesn’t see any new 
fees in the future, and says 
“there will be no affect, hopeful- 
ly, on customer service.” 

“This has no impact upon 


rates. It’s simply a transfer of 


control of the license. Rates are 
dictated by other expenses,” 
Carr says. 

Still, two companies have 
merged, and in Andover at least, 
that usually means higher fees, 
officials agree. Selectmen 
begrudgingly approved the 
transfer of control, after first 
pointing out that cable rates - 
even without another increase 
are too high. 

“You said that AT&T Com- 
cast is projecting $4 billion in 
earnings (with the merger),” said 
Selectman John Hess to Carr

“Why is it that you didn’t say we 
can control rates, or reduce 
rates?” 

But the fault lies with the 
“ESPNs and CNNs of the 
world.” says Carr. Those indi- 
vidual networks charge the cable 
companies more, and the com- 
panies have no choice but to 
pass those costs on to customers. 
He argues that this latest merger 
could create better purchasing 
power for AT&T so that it can 
control rates 

Silverman isn’t so sure. His 
committee recommended 
approval of the transfer of con- 
trol, and, like the selectmen, 
realize they have very little say 
over what happens. 

“The problem is you really 
don’t have much control,” he 
says. He expects that customers 
will see a rate increase come 
July, if not directly due to the 
merger, due to the start of a new 
fiscal year 

There is at least one benefit 
to the merger, as far as Silver- 
man and the selectmen can see 
The new contract includes an 
emergency notification system 
a way for Andover police to 
break into the broadcast to alert 
residents to a serious situation. 

Still, many see it as just 
another merger before the next 
one comes along. “I’m waiting 
for the next step. It will be some- 
thing even bigger. Probably 
AOL/Time-Warner,” Silverman 
predicts jokingly.

Tutu told those gathered at 
West Parish Church that one 
person can do great things. He 
noted that, when apartheid 
ended, “many thought that that 
change would usher in a period 
of retribution.” 

“It hasn’t happened because 
there were those who were able 
to speak about reconciliation,” 
he said. 

Tutu asked people to imagine 
what would have happened if 
Mary had given this answer 
when the archangel Gabriel 
came knocking on her door, ask- 
ing her to bear God’s child: 
“You know, in this village, you 
can’t scratch yourself without 
everybody hearing about it. You 
want me to do what? 

“Sorry, I’m a decent girl. Try 
next door.” 

Tutu engaged those attending 
with his message and his humor. 

He ended by bringing the 
conversation back around to

Welch and comparing him to 
Job. “You can hear God saying 
‘Have you seen my servant 
Mark? Don’t you think he’s real 
cool, man? Well done, good and 
faithful servant,’ ” said Tutu. He 
received a standing ovation from 
the congregation, as he and 
Welch hugged, patted each other 
on the back and clasped hands. 

Parishioners such as Bud 
Wilson, a member of West 
Parish for 55 years, said they 
had known about the service for 
about a month. 

Members of other parishes 
who heard about Tutu’s visit 
were also on hand and appeared 


duly impressed, including 
retired Rev. William Wimer. 

“The way he combined the 
tribute to Mark and at the same 
time gave a universal message... 
It’s a shame George Bush didn’t 
hear it,” said Wimer, a member 
of South Church. “There’s a lot 
of people who would have bene- 
fited — beginning with us.” 

All of Welch’s family reunit- 
ed for the service for the first 
time since 1985, touching Bev- 
erly Morgan-Welch, Welch's 
wife.“It’s far more than I would 
have ever dreamed possible, 
quite frankly,” she said. “When 
we were together last, apartheid 
was still raging in South Africa.” 

“Father Tutu is a giant in both 
millenniums. I believe he is the 
bridge builder, and he is the one 
to whom we can look to build a 
better world — a world of peace 
and reconciliation and justice. 
The privilege is overwhelming. 
We were in the presence of a 
giant,” said Welch following the 
service.

Andover reverend has long 
friendship with Nobel winner 


The meeting of Archbishop 
and Nobel Peace Prize winner 
Desmond Tutu and Rev. Mark 
Welch on Sunday was not the 
first time the two have met. In 
fact, the Tutu and Welch families 
have been friends since the mid- 
1980s. 

Welch and his wife Beverly 
Morgan-Welch met Naomi Tutu, 
the archbishop’s daughter in 
1984 and became close friends. 
When Tutu told Welch that she 
wished she could spend some 
time with her own family, he 
sent a telegram inviting the Tutus 
to come from South Africa to his 
church. Desmond Tutu did, and 
the group raised about $400,000 
during the visit for the Bishop 
Tutu South Africa Scholarship 
Fund. When Welch fell ill short- 
ly after his daughter Alex was 
born in 1992, Naomi Tutu 
stepped in to take care of Alex. 
Naomi Tutu had given birth to 
her own child three months 
before. 

“When Mark got sick, Naomi 
was one of the first people to 
come. She got on a plane from 
Tennessee,” said Morgan-Welch. 
“She wouldn’t let us put Alex in 
day care.” 

Welch said that his daughter 


| spent almost the full first year of 


her life with Naomi. “They only 
spoke (the African languages of) 


| Xhosa and Zulu in the household 


during the day. Alex spent a few 
hours at night with us,” he said. 
Naomi Tutu carried Alex and her

After serving for 25 years as 
the town’s parks and grounds 
supervisor, now-retired Jim 
Bamford of Salem Street knows 
his stuff.

About 10 others grew on the 
AVIS conservation land, which 
abuts Bamford’s property, says 
Nat Smith, AVIS president. The 
trees, some of which were 80 
years old, ranged from two inch- 
es to three feet in diameter, and 
stretched as high as 80 feet tall. 

While the total number of 
trees razed is uncertain, Smith 
says the property line is anything 
but, thanks to a stone wall that 
divides Miara’s property and the 
AVIS land.

AVIS hired arborist Neil 
Smith, who did not return a call 
from the Townsman, to surve' 
the damages. It will cost $18,000 
to clean up the site, purchase as 
large-as-possible replacement 
trees and monitor them for the 
next year or two, the arborist 
estimated — hence the “cost to 
cure” dollar figure. 

“It never cures the problem, 
because you can’t put an 80- 
year-old tree back up,” says Nat 
Smith. 

AVIS is also suing for 
$25,000 to compensate for dam 
ages to its reputation. 

“If people believe we cannot 
take care of our land... then their 
trust in us is broken. When 
someone violates that trust, even 
if they did it inadvertently, we 
have a problem. I don’t think this 
was inadvertent, but that’s up for 
grabs,” Nat Smith says. 

“We want to let people know 
that we're going to react when 
things happen to the property,’ 
adds Peggy Keck, AVIS vice 
president.

Yen FIRST STEP to getting people to agree on a big 
decision is getting them all in the same room and 
making them part of the solution. The town and 
Andover’s youth sports groups have done this by 
bringing together many involved parties to address a 
long-running issue. The problem? Bringing more 
playing fields to town. Sports organizations want 
new fields because scheduling and maintaining field 
space has become increasingly difficult as the town 
has grown. Everyone involved deserves credit for 
seeing that if they don’t all work together, they'll 
probably all continue working fruitlessly by them- 
selves. 

It will take a true team effort to bring more fields 
to Andover. Previous efforts that brought together 
only one or two town groups have failed. This is usu- 


ally because each effort is seen as a singular quest | 
that will be a hardship to one neighborhood only. | 


Fields are great for athletes — but for abutters they 


can mean more traffic, more noise and less woodsy | 
surroundings. So, at Town Meeting this year, a plan | 


brought by two youth sports groups and a developer 
was met with skepticism, to say the least. Earlier 
efforts to bring fields to the gravel pit at Recreation 
Park have been cast aside. 

While it will take townwide support, building 
more Andover fields can be done. By banding 
together, the town, local sports organizations and 
other individuals have taken important strides toward 
victory for a cause most people say they support. 
There will be resistance, but there is room in town for 
more than a dozen new fields. It can happen, if resi- 
dents see new fields for their area as part of a long- 
term, townwide solution that will benefit — and at 
times negatively affect — every area of town. 

Forming a coalition with members from all areas 
of Andover will help fields supporters reach out to 
new people and alleviate some concerns, if at all pos- 
sible. In the end, this is their best chance for more 
fields.

School chairwoman: We need community’s comments 


Editor, Townsman: 
To the citizens of Andover: 

Elected and appointed mem- 
bers of the Board of Selectmen, 
the Finance Committee and the 
School Committee worked for 
months to bring before Town 
Meeting a town budget for fiscal 
year 2003. One of the groups’ 
objectives was to fund the open- 
ing of the two new schools that 
were approved two years ago 
and that are critical, as all of 
Andover’s elementary and mid- 
dle schools have been severely 
overcrowded for years. Another 
objective was to realistically 
budget out-of-district special- 
education costs, which just this 
year required more than 
$900,000 from free cash to cover 
rising costs. 

These decisions were 
endorsed at Town Meeting in 
April, but as a result of the no 
vote on June 11, funding for 


educational programs and ser- 
vices across grade levels K-12 in 
all schools will be reduced. 

While it may be satisfactory 
to citizens who want to see slow- 
er growth in their tax bills, this 
result is frustrating to many par- 
ents of school children and those 
citizens who value the high stan- 
dards of our public schools. 

The voters of Andover sent a 
clear message on June 11: we 
need to slow the growth of prop- 
erty tax increases. To achieve 
that we need to set priorities, 
because we simply cannot con- 
tinue to attempt to do everything. 
So far we have wanted it all — 
from schools to sidewalks to 
curbside recycling and trash 
pickup. 

I can’t think of one thing I'd 
eliminate, and that’s why I voted 
“yes” last Tuesday. 

But, if you voted “no,” I think 
you have an obligation to sug- 


gest how you want the town bud- 
get adjusted to ensure low 
growth of property taxes: Should 
town services be curtailed in 
some way? Which ones? Should 
we put a cap on capital spending 
until the debt service is reduced 
and there is more available for 
operating budgets? No new 
fields or a new senior center? 
How can we adequately fund our 
schools to provide a quality edu- 
cation to all our students? There 
are consequences to all these 
possible actions. 

I suggest you direct your 
views to our town officials on 
what priorities to set for 
Andover. We all need to be 
informed and have a voice in the 
budget process. Please, help our 
town leaders and think about our 
future, now.

No shame in reviewing school cuts 


Editor, Townsman: 

An approved budget and 
approved cuts and reductions 
notwithstanding, there would be 
no shame in taking another look 
at the upcoming school budget 
and the projections for a few 
years out. We have watched, 
with varying degrees of 
patience, varying degrees of 
brinkmanship over Andover’s 
school budgets (and town bud- 
gets, too, for that matter) in 
recent years. This year especial- 
ly, the process — with its multi-

Town wants ‘to remove items’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

I have lived and/or worked in 
the town of Andover for 41 years. 
In the 14 years at the Andover 
Fire Department, overtime has 
been under-funded every year. | 
have worked 42 hours/week at 
straight pay plus any overtime 
There was a multi-year trial peri- 
od negotiated in which the town 
could eliminate the 24-hour shift 
for no reason and it did not. Now 
with a potential budget problem 
they choose to focus on us, not the 
real problem. 

The AFD functions as a team 
with minimum number of people 
to perform our overall job: protect 
life and property. How would a 
football team fare playing one 
man short? They would get killed. 
If we ran short, you could get 
killed. Also, the coverage we give 
directly reflects on your insurance 


rating. If we eliminate a piece of 


apparatus, that rating goes down 
costing everyone more in insur- 
ance. 


Using your numbers, the over- 
time increased $100,000. There 
certainly would be a natural 
increase for inflation. We work 
24/7 and to fill one roster spot 
takes four people, one for each 
unit. Four people cost, let us say 
$50,000/year each, or $200,000. 
Plus there is no guarantee these 
four would not be ill or injured. It 
is more frugal to pay the existing 
members the overtime when 
needed. Didn’t a principal receive 
almost $100,000 last year for a 


school that was not even built? 


| have read in the local papers 
that the reason the selectmen do 
not want to sign our contract 1S 
they want concessions for items 
they gave us in the contract. The 
problem with this statement 1s 
there is nothing new in this con- 
230 Andover St. tract other than a cost of living 
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raise. This raise is modest and less 
than at least three other bargain- 
ing units who have settled their 
contracts long ago. They want to 
remove items that have long been 
in our contract. 

At the recent Town Meeting a 
gentleman suggested the towns- 
people send a message by not 
approving the money needed to 
furnish the safety center. I para- 
phrase: “Let them sit on milk 
crates, that will teach them.” I 
completely understand the pub- 
lic’s frustration over the potential 
budget buster on Cross Street 
This thinking punishes people 
who are not making these deci- 
sions sitting on milk crates, that’s 
certain. 

Apparently the selectmen have 
taken a tough stance now and are 
using us to make their point. The 
AFD is not posturing to gobble up 
as much of the town budget as 
possible and creating an OV erride 
vote. The AFD is not asking for 
national standards; the National 
Fire Protection Association stan- 
dards would actually double our 
department staffing. We under- 
stand what it means to be fiscally 
conservative. In fact, the AFD 
gave up equipment recently and 
the training dollars that went with 

it and received no compensation 
for it. We make due with the staff 
we have and multi-task, covering 
many areas — fire prevention, fire 
suppression, rescue and EMS, to 
name some. We are the penny on 
the tax dollar, not the 70 cents. 
Are the people who form the bud- 
get and media correct in picking 
on us? That is for the public to 
decide. But recognize this, the 
AFD has an even funded budget 
from FY02 to FY03 and that is 
the bottom line. Is there any other 
department in town that can make 
that claim?

Death Notice 
Hon. George Metcalf, N.Y. State Senator 


The Hon. George R. Metcalf, journalist and former N.Y. State Senator responsible for passing o series of 
influential bills advancing civil rights and public health died May 30° in Auburn, New York. His i 
mitment to racial equality and public welfare included extensive work enriching commercial, cultural and 
historic facilities of Auburn, He was 0 Senator from 1951 to 1965. The fair housing bills he co-sponsored 
were the first of their kind in the country and formed the bosis for similor legislation eventually enacted 
throughout the United Stotes. He was chairman of the Joint Legislative Committee on Public Health and co 
sponsored a bill that addressed the treatment of narcotics addiction os 0 disease rather than o crime 
Mr. Metcalf was 0 1936 graduate of Princeton University and 0 1937 graduate of Columbia University’s 
School of Journalism. He dosed down his Auburn Press after Pearl Hotbor and entered the 6° Armored 
Division as a 1° Lieutenant, He fought in the Battle of the Bulge ond wos awarded the Silver Stor. In 1965 
he left the legislature to concentrate on his writing-he wrote four books-two on black history, one on 
busing and one on fair housing. In the 1970's he tought at Auburn Community College. In the 1980's he 
served os President of the Columbian Company, at one time the world’s largest manufacturer of rope.

Worth preserving 


Preservation Commission and 
Historical Society select winners 
of the 2002 Historic Preservation Awards

The Andover Preservation 
Commission and the Andover 
Historical Society announced 
the 11 winners of the 2002 His- 
toric Preservation Awards. 

Award winners were selected 
using a specific set of criteria 
from nominations submitted by 
the community and committee 
members. An exhibit highlight- 
ing the award winners is on dis- 
play at the Memorial Hall 
Library this month. 


Mike and Sharon Ristuccia 
Award: Certificate of Appreci- 
ation for moving the Captain 
Stephen Abbot House, circa 
1825, from 45 Ballardvale 
Road to 373 South Main St. 

The Captain Stephen Abbot 
House, circa 1825, was the third 
home of the land grant Abbot 
family who had lived and 
farmed flax in this area from the 
time of the town’s founding 
until the early 20th century. 
They were also instrumental in 
re-settling Acadian families dis- 
placed by the British in the 18th 
century. The house was filled 
with significant architectural 
features including a central 
chimney with seven fireplaces 
and, most importantly, a com- 
plete summer kitchen located in 
the walk out cellar. 

The Preservation Commis- 
sion never considered that with 
its history the house would be 
purchased to be demolished. 
Fortunately, the new Owner was 
willing to try to locate someone 
to move the house. The com- 
mission suggested he call Mike 
and Sharon Ristuccia, knowing 
they had just completed an 
extensive project on the 17th 
century Holt-Cogswell House at 
373 South Main St., and had 
tremendous knowledge of the 
task at hand. The Ristuccias fell 
in love with the house and 
offered to move and restore it. 

The next part of the story is 
complicated. After a failed 
attempt with the Zoning Board 
of Appeals to move the house 
on the same site, the Ristuccias 
had another idea. They would 
move the house to their property 
on South Main Street, which 
had more property available and 
where they felt they could make 
a compelling case for subdivi- 
sion of their lot to accommodate 
it. Their

South Parish of Andover. The 
church grew out of the anti-slav- 
ery movement; hence its name. 
The former Methodist Church 
building was bought and moved 
to Railroad Street and dedicated 
in 1850. 

The present building on Elm 
Street was constructed in 1907 
to accommodate members who 
had moved uptown and the 
increasing industrialization of 
the Railroad Street area. The 
building of 1907 was designed 
by the most prestigious firm of 
the day, McLim, Mead and 
White of New York, who 
designed the Boston Public 
Library and the Abbot Acade- 
my Gate. The architect was 
William Symmes Richardson of 
that firm. He was responsible 
for designing Penn Station in 
New York City. 

The committee recognizes 
the difficulty in designing 
appropriate additions for his- 
toric structures. Several church- 
es in Andover have experienced 
unprecedented growth in their 
congregations, making addi- 
tions necessary to their mission. 
This addition to the Free 
Church, designed by Domenic 
Sicari Associates LTD, is both 
sympathetic to the original 
structure in materials and style 
and unique with the incorpora- 
tion of a dome. We applaud this 
beautiful addition to the church 
and the addition of the building 
as a whole to the landmark reli- 
gious structures of Andover.

The owner 
was unwilling to allow more 
time. The Zoning Board agreed 
to give the Ristuccias a tempo- 
rary variance, enough time to 
allow them to move the house 
and then seek Town Meeting 
approval. A warrant article for a 
Historic Overlay District is in 
the refinement phase for presen- 
tation at the next Town Meeting. 
This bylaw would give the Zon- 
ing Board a tool to review a 
request to move an historic 
building, under specific guide- 
lines and including the neigh- 
bors approval, to a lot created in 
the SRC1 District for that pur- 
pose. With approval of this 
bylaw, the Ristuccias will be 
able to complete the restoration 
of this beautiful and important 
historic house. 

The committee recognizes 
the risk and applauds the task 
the Ristuccias have accepted for 
their genuine love of historic 
buildings and commitment to 
preservation. We look forward 
to the completion of their pro- 
ject with great anticipation.

Phillips Academy 
acquired the building in 1901 
and moved it to Highland Road 
where the building was used for 
faculty housing and student 


products for many years, then 
the property became housing for 
faculty and the barns became 
storage for spare architectural 
parts, furniture and school room 
supplies.

This International Style 
House was built by Milton and 
Virginia Cole in 1957. Interna- 
tional Style is characterized by 
flat roofs, smooth and uniform 
wall surfaces, large expansive 
window projecting or can- 
tilevered balconies and upper 
floors with a complete absence 
of omamentation. They have an 
asymmetrical balance and at 
times are placed in a dramatic 
context or orientation to the 
landscape. Projecting eaves are 
closed and covered with similar 
windows of wood or metal 
which are flush with the wall. 
Windows can be sliding, fixed 
or extend from floor to ceiling. 

The Reck family has 
embarked upon an expansive 
labor of love to fully restore this 
house on the exterior and interi- 
or. They have made an effort to 
preserve original features and 
have used improved materials to 
insure stability. The interior 
sense of the house is open, a 
Frank Lloyd Wright feeling of 
bringing the outside inside and 
of living comfortably in the 
landscape. 

The committee is especially 
appreciative of the Recks’ 
preservation effort, as houses of 
this period are particularly vul- 
nerable to demolition at this 
time of sustained development 
demand. What has been accom- 
plished by this project is a 
strong confirmation that these 
International Style houses are 
inherently livable and charm- 
ingly modern.

sway. She feigned illness to stay 
home the day of the accident so 
she could watch the launch on 
television. Her mother feared 
that the accident would stop her 
from loving space exploration. 
“T still did,” said Litzenberger. 

When she was 5, her late 
father, Leonard Litzenberger, 
would spend evenings with her, 
stargazing through a telescope. 
They spent a lot of time looking 
at the moon. Maybe that’s what 
is driving her interest in build- 
ing a permanent lunar outpost, a 
possible team project this sum- 
mer. “Just to know we’re 
designing something they’tl use 
in outer space,” she said. But if 
designing space craft is the 
closest she can come to space 
right now, she still dreams that 
one day her science savvy will 
bring her the rest of the way. “I 
would hope to use that to get 
into space. You never know,” 
she said. 

At Tufts, Litzenberger kept 
busy. She served on the Senior 
Leadership Corps, the Board of 
Directors for the Society of 
Women Engineers and is a 
member of the Tau Beta Pi 
engineering honor society and 
the Golden Key National Honor 
Society. 

She also kept up her passion 
for sports. “I just need it in my 
life,” said Litzenberger. 

At Andover High School she 
played volleyball, softball and 
basketball. At Tufts, rugby was 
her game. “It’s rough,” she said. 
It took her a few months to 
recover from the season, in 
which her team went undefeat- 
ed and went on to rank ninth 
nationally for D2 women’s 
rugby.

As summer begins,

Partial occupancy of the new 
schools won’t be pretty. That's 
the only guarantee officials 
offered parents this week regard- 
ing a specific contingency plan 
for the new schools, currently 
two and a half months and $3.6 
million behind schedule. 

After a less-than-enlightening 
tour of the unfinished buildings 
last week, and more than two 
hours of discussion Monday 
night, School Building Commit- 
tee members still have no solid 
answers about when the schools 
will be ready. Most of them are 
hesitant to make a call as to 
whether contractor Callahan & 
Sons can finish enough of the 
buildings to allow students 
inside safely. Fewer are willing 
to support a specific contingency 
plan if he can’t. 

Tuesday night, officials 
announced that a meeting with 
contractor Callahan & Sons had 
resulted in delaying the start on 
punch-list work — typically 
smaller items — on the middle 
school for two weeks, until July 


8. Originally, the architect had 
planned to map out the punch- 
list items on Monday, June 24. 

Ultimately, the town manage 
will make the decision as to 
whether the new schools will 
open, and, if not, which contin- 
gency plan to follow. But the 
School Building Committee will 
make its own recommendation 
to the manager, and the School 
Committee and administrators 
should be assembling a contin- 
gency plan for every option pos 
sible, says Mark Johnson, build- 
ing committee chairman. 

Tuesday night administrators 
discussed distributing students 
throughout the existing schools, 
with no students attending the 
new schools in September. 


Two take stand 


Two of the seven School 
Building Committee members 
are against the idea of partial 
occupancy 

Partial occupancy would 
mean using the middle school 
while the elementary school is 
still under construction, or using 


one or both schools while the 
contractor finishes work on 
smaller items. 

“I’m against partial occupan- 
cy. I'll say it right now,” says 
member Alan Champagne. 
“Once we start partial occupan- 
cy, the pressure’s off the contrac- 
tor to finish, and the pressure’s 
on us to get the contractor out of 
there.” 

“We need to plan on reality 
here,” says member Tom Deso. 
“Based on the amount of work 
left to be done, I don’t see the 
building being ready in Septem- 
ber.” The contractor still has $3.6 
million worth of construction 
remaining to be done, says John- 
son. He will not yet take a posi- 
tion on the issue. 

The partial occupancy option 
is not easy any way you look at 
it, says Superintendent Claudia 
Bach. Before students enter half 
of the building, the entire build- 
ing’s fire prevention and 
mechanical systems would have 
to be operational. 

“We're dealing with kids who 
don’t necessarily know what to 


do in an emergency situation,” 
says Kaija Gilmore, the town’s 
building inspector who must 
sign off on the building before 
students enter it. “All the life- 
safety provisions have to be 
completed.” 

The portion of the building 
still under construction would 
have to be closed off. The town 
would have to make sure no 
toxic fumes or dust could seep 
into the occupied classrooms. 
The delivery of construction 
materials and furniture would 
have to be engineered around the 
presence of children. 

“If you have a tractor-trailer 
truck blocking the premises, 
that’s a hazard,” says Gilmore. 

Using only one of the new 
schools would mean teaching 
the students of both schools in 
split sessions at the new build- 
ing, or teaching the extra stu- 
dents in existing schools’ audito- 
riums and gymnasiums. The 
town could have to rent extra 
furniture for those students, or 
transport the new furniture for 
the new schools to the existing

school cancellation. 

Special-education services 
should be able to continue. Bach 
says she wouldn’t want teachers 
and students to endure partial 
occupancy conditions longer 
than three months. If the new 
schools look like they'll be 
delayed longer, she wants to 
consider “staying put” — keep- 
ing the districting as it is now for 
the upcoming school year and 
not opening the new schools at 
all — or using a satellite location 
(see story, page 1). 

Architect Joel Seely has 
urged officials to at least decide 
whether they will support the 
idea of partial occupancy at all. 
School Building Committee 
member Jack Driscoll is the only 
member who has stated his sup- 
port of partial occupancy. 

Tom Meyers, president of the 
teachers union, says the majority 
of teachers hope that administra- 
tors choose the “stay-put” 
method if the new schools are to 
be delayed at all.

Families now know 
how much it will cost for 
their kids to participate in 
some extracurricular 
activities. The school 
administration outlined a 
price list for team sports 
and instrumental music 
lessons on Tuesday. 

Music parents will foot 
a registration fee of $25 to 
$40 before paying 
between $340 to $1,400 
for thirty 30-minute 
lessons. Parent John Shu- 
man questioned the high- 
est price for private 
instruction. “The fees you 
have are higher than the 
fees I pay top New Eng- 
land teachers,” he said. 
Shuman said that a top 
teacher would make $60 a 
lesson and an average 
teacher $45. “You're talk- 


ing about teachers you 
can’t get,” said Shuman. 
He later presented the 
School Committee with a 
petition with 1,598 signa- 
tures of Andover resi- 
dents who want instru- 
mental music lessons to 
remain during the school 
day. 

The athletic fees were 
simpler. An individual 
student will pay $100 per 
sport, not to exceed $200 
per year; $300 is the max- 
imum amount that will be 
charged to families.

The lost art of clock repair 


Andover man says time flies when you’re having fun

Looking from his workshop across the “~~ 


hall to his bedroom, he says, “We have 
to close the doors at night.” 

But Frishman’s commitment has 
paid off. He was listed recently in Yan- 
kee Magazine as a “reliable source” for 
his knowledge and offerings of clocks. 


The process 
When Frishman gets a clock to fix, 
he begins by taking it apart and cleaning 
each piece. “You don’t work on a dirty 
clock.” he says. Each gear, wheel and 
spring is soaked in a cleaning solution 
and buzzed in a jeweler’s sonic cleaner. 
In the process of putting the clock back 
together he will find the problem, if 
there is one 
“They get loaded with dirt,” he says, 
and that is usually the problem. 
Frishman peers over the escapement 
of the Seth Thomas’s clockwork he is 
adjusting. “It’s the heart of the 
machine.” he says. The pallet rocks 
back and forth like a hammer striking. 
Controlled by a hair spring, it catches 
each tooth of the balance wheel before 
swinging back, striking many more 
times than 60 a minute. “At 14,400 ticks 
an hour, it will keep perfect time,” he 
says. He hooks it to an amplifier that 
also counts the ticks per hour. Shorten- 
ing and lengthening the hair spring and 
checking and rechecking the ticks 
brings them to 14,370. He'll keep work- 
ing until it is perfect 
Sometimes there is damage to be 
mended, but it usually isn’t serious. 
“Things don’t blow up, they wear slow- 
ly,” he said. That is to be expected when 
you consider the workload of these little 
machines. “What machine do you have 
in your house that runs 24 hours a day 
(and doesn’t receive any maintenance?) 
Try driving your car for 50 years with- 
out changing the oil,” he said 
But a well-made clock is more than a 
machine for Frishman, it is a piece of 
art. “For me it’s the perfect combination

of art and science. You can admire them 
on the outside and on the inside there's 
an equally beautiful piece of technolo- 
gy. I’m lucky I appreciate both,” he 
said. 

An old clock is also an heirloom that 
connects Frishman to the past. “I get to

commune with past workers and own- 
ers.” he says. Frishman finds notes and 


messages written on the inside of 
many of the clocks he works on. 
“It’s almost a tradition where 
you find things written 
inside the cases,” he says. 
One of the grandfather 
clocks he is working 
on belonged to early 
Andover residents. 
“There was a note 
saying it was given 
as a wedding pre- 
sent in 1755,” says 
Frishman. He pen- 
cils in “Bell-Time 
Clocks” and a 
note describing the 
work he did. 


Selling and fixing 

Bell-Time Clocks 
is not only Frishman’s 
repair shop, but where 
he sells antique clocks. 
wi? Selling and repairing 
#7 clocks allow the two busi- 
_J nesses to feed into each other. 

“When anyone thinks of antique 
clocks, I want them to think of me,” 
he said. He’s got French-, English- and 
American-made wall, mantle and shelf 
clocks. The prices range from $200 to 
$2,000. “There are guys who sell 
$100,000 clocks. That makes me sweat 
a little too much,” he said. 

Growing up in Andover on Castle 
Heights Road, Frishman saw a movie at 
the Andover Playhouse, now gone, 
about a kid with a stopwatch that 
stopped time. As a result, he once told 
his chapter of the National Association 
of Watch and Clock Collectors, of 
which he is president, “this is what 
became of me.” 

Today Frishman lives in a house he 
walked by as a child on his way to the 
Shawsheen School. When he isn’t 
working, he spends his time collecting 
clocks and other antiques, tries to figure 
out what to do with a large art collec- 
tion, looks after his parents, and plays 
tennis with his wife, Jeanne Schinto. 

Frishman is a guy living his dream. 
He’s his own boss, he doesn’t have a 
commute, and he can make his own 
hours. But perhaps most importantly, he 
has escaped the world of the paper 
chase, “the whole issue of not being 
connected to physical things,” he said. 

“The worst days here are better than 
the best days working somewhere else,” 
he said. He looks at guys who don’t get 
to work with their hands on something 
tangible that they can enjoy the results 
of and wonders, “Are they missing out 
on that satisfaction?” 

When a friend stopped by the house 
to say hello, Frishman explained, “He's 
another clock guy. I’m kind of a role 
model.” 

There is no cubicle in Frishman’s 
office, just a workbench, the tools of his 
trade and the clocks he loves so much.

convenience and the seeming concentra- 
tion of opportunity. However, most stores 
have been inundated with requests for 
work and no longer need any help. 
“There’s just so many people we can hire,” 
says Daher’s manager Jonathan Arnotis with a laugh, and while he 
welcomes prospective employees to fill out applications that will be 
kept on file, he says that they have already hired the “two Or three” 
workers they'll need this season. 

Some stores, such as Athlete’s Corner and the Andovers Gift 
Shop, welcome back former employees who have spent the school 
year away at college. These workers resume their old job when 
they come home for the summer, granting them priority over high- 
school kids. 

“T’ve looked everywhere,” says Carolyn Cody, a student at AHS. 
“But all the stores say they've already hired everyone they need.” 

When a 17-year-old girl inquired about a prominent “Help 
Wanted” sign displayed in Starbuck’s window, she was told, “We're 
always technically hiring, but we're not looking for help right now,’ 
and was referred to their North Andover location. 

Possibilities for employment expand for teens Who have a 
license and regular access to a car — or parents who don't mind rou- 
tinely assuming the role of chauffeur. For example, Brian Axelrod 
says that it was easy to get a job at Mac’s Dairy Farm in Tewksbury 
last year, and the ice-cream shop has already hired approximately 
20 new employees for the summer. 

One problem for teens is that family vacations and prior com- 
mitments, ranging from volunteer work to camp, can sometimes 
make it impossible for them to keep a steady schedule all summer. 
While many employers can be accommodating of a full itinerary, 
“no one wants to hire someone who’s going to be gone for half the 
time,” Lindsay Dodge comments. 

Some teenagers have been able to find employment at family- 
owned businesses, whether it’s in the form of waiting tables at their 
parents’ restaurant or answering phones at their uncle's office. 
Babysitting, the quintessential teenage job, is often unreliable and 
demands inconvenient hours. Other jobs spawn complaints of 
“smelling like food” or “ratty bosses.” 

Until more opportunities manifest themselves, it seems 
teenagers are going to have to be creative and persistent in search- 

ing for employment. 

If that doesn’t work out, though, they'll have to keep checking 
under the sofa cushions for change.
